Pune-411014 and shall start accepting cases with immediate 
effect for forensic examination and expert opinion of all types 
of exhibits relating to the various Divisions of Laboratories. 

Now, therefore. Ministry of Home Affairs orders as under:— 

1. That the Central Forensic Science Laboratories will receive 
cases/exhibits referred by all Central Government Agencies, 
Higher/Lower Courts, Autonomous Bodies, Public Sector 
Undertakings, Banks and respective States/Union Territories 
under the jurisdiction as mentioned below: 

a. Central Forensic Science Laboratory, Bhopal: Madhya 
Pradesh, Uttar Pradesh, Rajasthan, Chhattisgarh. 

b. Central Forensic Science Laboratory, Pune : Maharashtra, 
Gujarat, Goa, Daman & Diu, Dadra & Nagar Haveli. 

c. Central Forensic Science Laboratory, Guwahati: Assam, 
Manipur, Mizoram, Meghalaya, Sikkim, Nagaland, 
Arunachal Pradesh, Tripura. 

d. Central Forensic Science Laboratory, Kolkata: Orissa, 
Bihar, Jharkhand, West Bengal, Andman & Nicobar Islands. 

e. Central Forensic Science Laboratory, Hyderabad: Andhra 
Pradesh, Tamil Nadu, Kerala, Lakshadweep, Karnataka, 
Puducherry. 

f. Central Forensic Science Laboratory, Chandigarh: Jammu 
& Kashmir, Punjab, Himachal Pradesh, Chandigarh (Union 
Territory), Uttrakhand, Delhi, NCR & Haryana. 

2. There is no examination fee towards examination of exhibits 
in the Central Forensic Science Laboratories except in the 'A' 
class and 'B' Class cases of question document. The prescribed 
fee for class 'A' & 'B' cases will be payable as per Government 
of India Order No. 6/1/79-Adm.I/BPR&D/FP.III Dated April 29, 
1980 (Rule 6) and revised Order No. 14(7)/90/BPR&D/GPA.II 
Dated August 31,2001. 

3. That the Report of the Experts of Laboratories shall be 
admissible in the Court of Law within the purview of Section 
45 of Indian Evidence Act 1872, Section 292 [Subs. By Criminal 
Law Amendment Act, 2005 (Act No. 2 of 2006)], Sec. 5 (w.e.f. 
16.04.2006; [293 of Code of Criminal Procedure, 1973 [Subs. By 
Code of Criminal Procedure (Amendment) Act, 2005 (Act No. 
25 of 2005)], Sec. 26(a) (w.e.f. 23.06.2006) and of any other law 
wherever so prescribed.

No. 15(2)/2010-SD-1.—WHEREAS in exercise of the 
powers conferred by clause 17B of the Iron and Steel (Control) 
Order, 1956, issued under Section 3 of the Essential 
Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 1955) the Central Government 
had set up the Ferrous Scrap Committee vide notification of 
the Government of India in the erstwhile Ministry of Steel, 
Mines and Coal, Department of Steel, Number S.O. 854(E)/ 
ESS.COMM/IRON&STEEL, dated the 19th December, 1979, 
as amended from time to time for, inter alia, periodically 
reviewing the overall availability of scrap in the country for 
re-rolling, melting and other industrial use, etc.; 

AND WHEREAS the Essential Commodities Act, 1955 has 
been amended vide the Essential Commodities (Amendment) 
Act, 2006 (54 of 2006), and came into force on the 12th day of 
February, 2007, which defines the "essential commodities" so 
as to mean a commodity specified in the Schedule appended 
to the said Act which does not include the "iron and steel" as 
essential commodity; 

AND WHEREAS, consequent to the coming into force of 
the Essential Commodities (Amendment) Act, 2006, the Iron 
and Steel (Control) Order, 1956 and the Ferrous Scrap 
Committee set up there under have become ineffective and 
inoperative; 

WHEREAS the Central Government considers it necessary 
in the public interest to continue the said Ferrous Scrap 
Committee in order to periodically review the overall availability 
of scrap in the country for re-rolling, melting and other 
industrial use and to maintain the assets and liability of the 
said Committee; 

NOW, THEREFORE, the Central Government hereby 
constitutes the Ferrous Scrap Committee, consisting of— 

(a) Joint Secretary, Ministry of Steel, Chairman 

Government of India (In-charge of Steel 
Development Wing) 

(b) Director (Finance), Ministry of Steel Member 

Government of India 

(c) President, Iron, Steel Scrap and Member 

Shipbreakers Association of India 

(d) Vice-Chairman and Chief Executive Officer, Member 
Gujarat Maritime Board 

(e) Executive Secretary, Joint Plant Committee Secretary 
2. Functions of the Committee—The Committee shall— 

(a) periodically review the overall availability of scrap in the 
country for re-rolling, melting and other industrial uses 
and submit reports in this regard to the Central 
Government once in every six months or more frequently 
if so required by the Central Government; 

(b) assist the Central Government in formulation and 
implementation of schemes for development of scrap 
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handling and processing facilities in the country, including 
development of facilities for shipbreaking; 

(c) make recommendations to the Central Government or the 
State Governments with regard to creation of infrastructure 
conducive for development of scrap handling and 
processing facilities in the country; 

(d) endeavour to build and maintain a data base on 
generation and processing of scrap and its utilisation in 
the country, including commissioning of periodical 
studies for updating and enlarging such data base and 
may furnish the information to the Central Government 
as and when asked for; 

(e) make recommendations to the Central Government with 
regard to formulation of policies and procedures 
conducive to development of scrap handling and 
processing facilities and promotion of use of scrap in the 
country; 

(f) assist scrap handling and processing facilities in the 
country in finding solutions to their problems by 
interacting with concerned agencies and Governments; 

(g) take such steps as deemed fit, including provision of 
financial assistance as per the guidelines issued, if any, 
by the Central Government for promotion of use of ferrous 


scrap in the country and for identifying and promoting 
use of substitutes for ferrous scrap with a view to 
augmenting production and availability of steel in the 
country; 

(h) comply with any direction which may be issued by the 
Central Government from time to time; 

3. Meetings of the Committee.—(1) The Committee shall 
meet at least once in every three months so as to discharge 
its functions effectively. 

(2) The Committee may hold its meetings at Kolkata or at 
any other place in the country where scrap processing or 
shipbreaking facilities exist or is proposed to be set up. 

(3) The Committee may, if it considers necessary, invite 
producers, traders and consumers of scrap, shipbreakers 
etc. to meet it and express their views on any matter under 
consideration. 

4. Secretarial Assistance.—The Joint Plant Committee shall 
provide secretarial assistance to the Committee and also 
prepare the Agenda for the meetings of the Committee 
and take such action as may be necessary to comply with 
the order/decision of the Committee.
